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questions. CM Shields moved to table 
the matter until an arrangement is made 
for someone to come in and explain the 
program. CM Dennison seconded. The 
motion passed 5 to 0. 

3. Discussion Items 

Town Organizations policy: CM 
Shields said he intends to submit a re-
vised policy for discussion at the next 
worksession. Meanwhile, he continues to 
receive input from Town organizations 
and individuals regarding the policy. One 
of the main objections he has heard is 
that the policy would make it more diffi-
cult for organizations to operate. His re-
vised policy will therefore remove such 
requirements as maintaining a checking 
account and submitting to background 
investigations. He plans to send the re-
vised policy out for another round of 
comments, which he will then use to draft 
the next version. 

In discussion, the Council made the fol-
lowing points: 

 The policy evolved into something 
larger than originally intended and 
might be scaled down to focus on de-
fining requirements for the free use of 
Town facilities, Bulletin space, use of 
the Town Seal or eligibility for Town 
funds; 

 The policy should define the legal rela-
tionship between the Town govern-
ment and community organizations as 
the basis for providing access to Town 
resources; 

 The policy should address risks associ-
ated with organization activities; 

 The policy should establish criteria for 
recognizing new community organiza-
tions; 

 The policy should strive to make it 
easier for organizations to operate. 

CM Shields said he will attempt to craft a 
revised policy in collaboration with PRE-
CA Aide Isler that is narrower in scope, 
and focuses on how the Town recogniz-
es community organizations. Mayor 
Jewitt said a Town organizations spread-
sheet might be included as part of the 
policy. CM Rasmussen requested a copy 
of the agreement with the Senior’s Club 
for the use of the first floor of the Town 
Center.  

PRECA beautification contests: CM 
Shields said he is proposing to hold a 
landscaping contest as a way to engage 
with the business community of Berwyn 
Heights, a priority of the Town’s strategic 
plan. The winner would be awarded a 
Town plaque that can be posted on the 
business property. Having researched 
landscaping contests elsewhere, he is 

proposing three criteria on which partici-
pants would be judged: 

Aesthetics 

Sustainability/ resilience 

Creativeness 

CM Shields also proposed a contest to 
beautify the events room in the Town 
Center, which currently has plain beige 
walls. The goal is to have interested 
artists paint a mural with a Berwyn 
Heights or Prince George’s County 
theme on one or more of the walls. The 
reward would be recognition by the 
Town and free publicity. The Town 
Council would select the best design 
based on the following criteria: 

Appropriateness for a government 
building 

Significance to Berwyn Heights or 
Prince George’s County 

Historical significance 

Ease of maintenance 

Creativeness 

Attractiveness 

In discussion, MPT Kulpa-Eddy ques-
tioned whether a mural would be condu-
cive to renting the space to more pa-
trons, a goal the Administration Depart-
ment has been working on. A blank wall 
may provide more options for renters to 
decorate the space to their liking. Other 
public structures might be better candi-
dates for a mural, such as the Sports 
Park hockey rink or the G. Love Room.  

The Council discussed potential themes 
and places for a mural, as well as other 
decorative media. It was agreed to in-
form businesses of the landscaping con-
test during the annual meeting of the 
Commercial District Management Au-
thority (CDMA) in April, with a potential 
contest to be held in fall 2018. CM 
Shields will revise the criteria for a mural 
contest and bring it back for discussion 
at another worksession. 

Ethics Ordinance amendments: Clerk 
Harper said the amended Ordinance 110 
- Ethics is up for adoption at the Febru-
ary 14 Town meeting. She asked if the 
Council has any additional concerns 
they want to see addressed before going 
forward with adoption. They had none.  

Election judges swearing-in: Clerk 
Harper provided a list of election judges 
that would supervise the Town Council 
elections on May 1st. This Board of Su-
pervisors of Elections is staffed by the 
same judges as last year, except for the 
addition of Alice Daly, who replaced the 
retiring Richard Ahrens. Election judges 

W orksession 

February 5, 2018 

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 
p.m. Present were Mayor Cheryl Jewitt, 
Mayor Pro-Tem (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs) Patricia 
Dennison, Christopher Rasmussen and 
Gerald Shields. Also present were Town 
Administrator (TA) Jessica Cowles, 
Clerk Kerstin Harper and Senior’s Club 
President Ray Smith. 

1.  Animal Ordinance Discussion 

Mayor Jewitt announced that the sched-
uled guest Rodney Taylor, Director of 
the Prince George’s County Animal 
Management Division, is not yet present 
and moved the discussion of the Animal 
Ordinance back on the agenda. 

4.  Minutes (discussed out of order) 

On a motion by CM Dennison and sec-
ond by MPT Kulpa-Eddy, the January 8, 
2018 worksession minutes were ap-
proved 4-0-1, with CM Rasmussen ab-
staining. On a motion by CM Dennison 
and second by CM Rasmussen, the Jan-
uary 22 worksession minutes were ap-
proved 5 to 0. 

2.  Action Items 

Parkdale High School funding re-
quest: Mayor Jewitt explained that she 
received a request from Parkdale High 
School for the Town be a sponsor of its 
Girl Power Mentoring program. Spon-
sors are asked to make a donation be-
tween $250 to $2,000 toward a scholar-
ship fund for members of the program, 
with scholarships awarded for a most 
improved student in three categories: 1) 
Academic studies; 2) School attendance; 
and 3) Behavior/ attitude. Students must 
have declared an intent to compete for a 
Girl Power scholarship, and must have 
received an official acceptance letter 
from the college or school of continuing 
education of their choice. The deadline 
for sponsorship is May 31. The program 
started with a Latina support group, but 
was expanded to include girls from all 
backgrounds at grade levels 9 - 12.   

The Council discussed the parameters 
of the program and sought to clarify the 
eligibility requirements for the scholar-
ships. CM Rasmussen said he does not 
think donating to the scholarship pro-
gram is the best way to make Parkdale a 
more attractive option for Berwyn 
Heights students. He would be more 
inclined to support the mentoring pro-
gram if the Council had more information 
about how it is run. Mayor Jewitt said 
that she can ask for a program coordina-
tor to come to a meeting and answer 
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are normally sworn-in at the February 
Town meeting. The Council had no ob-
jections. 

Animal Ordinance: Mayor Jewitt said 
that Rodney Taylor with the Animal Man-
agement Division is probably not coming 
tonight. MPT Kulpa-Eddy said she had 
hoped to receive his input for drafting the 
enforcement provisions of the Animal 
Ordinance and introduce it at the Febru-
ary Town meeting so that it can be 
adopted before this Council finishes out 
its term. The Council discussed a time-
line for adoption of the Ordinance. It was 
agreed to introduce the Ordinance at the 
February Town meeting, and try to re-
schedule Mr. Taylor for another workses-
sion. 

TA Cowles said she spoke with other 
municipalities about their enforcement 
procedures for animal violations. College 
Park has a designated animal inspector 
but still relies on Prince George's County 
for enforcement, such as impounding or 
caring for lost or abused animals. She 
also obtained information about how 
other municipalities deal with excessive 
noise related to animals, such as loud 
and continuous barking. A few cities use 
an affidavit filed by the complainant, who 
cannot be a city official. The problem 
with this approach is that complainants 
frequently don’t show up in court when 
the violation is adjudicated. For that rea-
son, most cities use a decibel meter. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy thought that an affida-
vit represents a subjective judgment of 
what is annoying. In a court setting it 
may result in a “he said, she said” situa-
tion that has no resolution. For that rea-
son, and to maintain good neighborly 
relations, she would recommend using a 
decibel meter to determine what consti-
tutes a noise violation. In addition, the 
Ordinance could clarify what is meant by 
“frequent and sustained” noise. For ex-
ample, “frequent” could mean at least 4 
times a day and “sustained” 10 minutes 
or more. However, further input is need-
ed to establish a meaningful measure. 
Another approach to addressing animal 
noise complaints would be to dispatch a 
Code or Police officer to check on the 
animal's welfare, for which the revised 
Ordinance will now provide standards. 

5. Announcements/ Department Re-

ports/ Citizen Comments 

Mayor Jewitt reported on the Four Cities 
Coalition meeting in College Park. Uni-
versity of Maryland President Loh was 
present and discussed the efforts to at-
tract the Amazon headquarters to Col-
lege Park, as well as other economic 
development initiatives. College Park 

and Greenbelt, who will be participating 
in an Urban Land Institute technical as-
sistance panel with Berwyn Heights did 
not provide an answer as to the amount 
of their contribution. Mayor Jewitt also 
reported on the Maryland Mayors' Asso-
ciation conference she attended. The 
Speakers of the House and Senate were 
scheduled to speak on Highway User 
Revenue (HUR), but did not come. In-
stead mayors were invited to attend up-
coming HUR hearings of the legislature. 
Other topics discussed included the 
Maglev project, the I-495 and I-270 wid-
ening and Marijuana dispensaries. Last-
ly, Mayor Jewitt thanked Public Works 
for providing a detailed description of its 
snow plowing procedures that was pub-
lished in the February Bulletin. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that College 
Park's Route 1 revitalization efforts were 
also discussed at the Four Cities meet-
ing, including the potential impact on 
neighboring communities. Informational 
brochures about the Maglev project were 
handed out by a Maglev spokesperson. 
As part of the zoning rewrite the M-
NCPPC Planning Department has pub-
lished about a dozen test cases of how 
existing projects would develop under 
the new zoning regulations. Beltway 
Plaza is one of the examples and can be 
looked up on the zoning rewrite website.  

MPT Kulpa-Eddy continued that the 
Prince George's County Executive and 
his team are holding listening sessions 
for the FY 2019 budget in February. She 
plans to attend, and remind them of the 
storm water system improvements they 
have planned for Berwyn Heights. Fur-
ther, the sprinkler system in the Senior 
Center was repaired, and the former Sir 
Walter Raleigh Inn may get a new res-
taurant, as a liquor license application 
has been filed for that location. 

CM Shields reported that this year's Ban-
ner City re-certification is making good 
progress but requires attendance at an-
other PGCMA meeting, and an engage-
ment project with Berwyn Heights Ele-
mentary School students. He continues 
to accept input on the Town organiza-
tions policy. 

5. Town Council Schedule 

The Council reviewed the schedule of 
events and activities. Mayor Jewitt and 
CM Rasmussen will not be present for 
the February Town meeting. MPT Kulpa-
Eddy will preside. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:42 p.m.

Also present were Town Admin-
istrator (TA) Jessica Cowles, Chief of 
Police Kenneth Antolik, Clerk Kerstin 
Harper, PRECA aide Stephen Isler and 
election judges. Public Works Director 
Kenny Hall, Code Compliance Supervi-
sor Freddie Glass and Treasurer 
Michelle Rodriguez had an excused ab-
sence.  

MPT Kulpa-Eddy led the Pledge of Alle-
giance. 

Swearing-in of Election Judges 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy swore in Sharmila 
Bhatia as Chief Election Judge and then 
Alice Daly, Sharon McCraney, Paul 
McNulty, Debby Steele-Snyder and Rob-
in Walukonis as election judges. They 
will administer the May 1st Town Council 
election. 

Minutes 

Clerk Harper read a summary of the Jan-
uary 10 Town meeting minutes. On a 
motion by CM Dennison and second by 
CM Shields, the minutes were approved 
3 to 0. 

Mayor’s Report 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy gave a combined 
Mayor’s and Administration report. She, 
Mayor Jewitt and CM Dennison attended 
a Four Cities meeting in College Park, at 
which University of Maryland President 
Wallace Loh was a guest speaker. He 
provided updates on development efforts 
along Route 1, in which the University is 
collaborating with the City of College 
Park and other neighboring communities. 
She also attended a listening session 
with the County Executive, during which 
constituents gave input on the proposed 
FY 2019 County budget. Next, the Coun-
ty Council will review the proposed budg-
et and will hold a public hearing on Feb-
ruary 20 at the County Administration 
Building. The Town of Berwyn Heights 
has requested an update on storm water 
system improvements that were recom-
mended as a result of a County 2015 
hydrological study. 

The Maryland Municipal League is rally-
ing cities and towns to lobby the State 
legislature to fully restore Highway User 
Revenues (HUR). Cities and towns are 
called upon to send representatives to 
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the public hearings scheduled for Febru-
ary 22 and March 7. HUR restoration as 
a reliable funding stream for local infra-
structure would be helpful in planning 
needed road repairs. The Town’s all-day 
budget workshop is currently scheduled 
to be held on March 24, from 9:00 a.m. 
to 3:00 p.m. Residents are welcome to 
attend but will be asked to hold their 
comments until the April 11 Town Meet-
ing budget hearing.  

Department Reports 

Treasurer’s Report: TA Cowles gave 
the Treasurer’s report for January, as 
Treasurer Rodriguez was absent.  

Administration: TA Cowles then report-
ed on last month’s activities of the Ad-
ministration Department. The Depart-
ment is busy drafting the FY 2019 Town 
budget, which will be presented to the 
Council at the March 5 worksession. She 
has been working with colleagues from 
College Park and Greenbelt on a scope 
of work for an Urban Land Institute tech-
nical assistance panel. The panel will 
discuss approaches to making improve-
ments along the Route 193 Corridor 
between Route 1 and Kenilworth Avenue 
in a 2-day workshop. The Department is 
also developing options for financing 
road repairs based on an assessment of 
the condition of Town streets completed 
by the Public Works Department in De-
cember.  

Berwyn Heights and other Prince 
George’s municipalities have been dis-
cussing requests by communication 
companies to install small cell infrastruc-
ture on utility poles and other structures 
located in the public right of way. These 
devices are intended to improve wireless 
coverage in areas with less than optimal 
coverage, but there currently is no for-
mal legal framework for approving such 
installations. The Four Cities are plan-

ning the purchase of a new street 
sweeper that is budgeted for FY 
2019. 

Code Compliance: TA Cowles 
gave the Code Compliance report, 
as Code Supervisor Glass was ab-
sent. In January, a total of 39 code 
violations were issued (of which 17 
have been closed) as well as 2 
building permits, and 3 dumpster 
permits. In rental homes activity, 1 
new license was issued, bringing the 
total to 216. Eleven rental homes 
were inspected, 7 re-inspected, and 
4 violations were issued. In re-
sponse to CM Shields, TA Cowles 
explained that any outstanding code 

fines are attached as liens to the 
property, and will be collected in 
same manner as unpaid taxes. 

Parks and Recreation, Education 
and Civic Affairs: CM Shields re-
membered the 17 students killed in a 
school shooting incident in Florida. 
He thanked NW/EP volunteers for 
helping in a search for a missing 
man last month, and encouraged all 
residents to volunteer for their favor-
ite club or committee. He continues 
to work on a revised Town organiza-
tion policy and requested Town or-
ganizations to submit their budget 
requests to him. He attended a 
Prince George’s County Municipal 
Association meeting held jointly with 
the Montgomery County Municipal 
Association in Takoma Park, where 
the restoration of HUR was the top 
discussion item. Lastly, residents are 
encouraged to check if they are eligi-
ble for a homestead or income-
dependent tax credit when paying 
their property taxes. 

Stephen Isler, Parks & Recreation 
aide, reported that he worked with 
Town organizations to submit their 
proposed FY 2019 budgets, and has 
compiled them into a single spread-
sheet for CM Shields’ review. Mr. 
Isler invited residents to sign up for a 
CERT training class held on March 
10 and 11.  

The Green Team will be opening up 
the community garden in March, and 
is accepting plot applications for the 
upcoming season. The Green Team 
is also conducting an online survey 
to help gauge what green activities 
and events Town residents are inter-
ested in. The survey can be ac-
cessed at www.surveymonkey.com/
r/RY779XX. Participants have the 
chance to win 5 Silver Diner meal 
tickets. The Green Team continues 
to support the school garden and is 
busy planning a variety of Arbor Day 
activities on Berwyn Heights Day. 
Mr. Isler has met with BHES Princi-
pal Alerich and a teacher who is ex-
cited to launch an after-school gar-
den club. A garden cleanup is 
planned for March 17, 9 a.m. to 12 
noon. 

Public Works: TA Cowles gave the 
Public Works report for January, as 

Director Hall was absent. Public 
Works hired a new part-time employ-
ee and installed a new fence and 
electronic gate at the Public Works 
yard. Residents should have re-
ceived an every-door-direct mailer 
with recycling and refuse disposal 
instructions. Copies are still available 
at the Town office. During loose leaf 
collection season, the Department 
collected 932 cubic yards of leaves 
which are recycled at a nearby com-
posting facility. In January, 71% of 
refuse collected was solid waste, 
21% was recyclables, and 8% was 
yard waste. 

TA Cowles said that Public Works is 
watching a minor storm system that 
will move through the area for poten-
tial snow. MPT Kulpa-Eddy said that 
the crew prepared well for the last 
week’s winter storm with a prior ap-
plication of salt to the roads. CM 
Shields noted that the recycling cost 
for January amounted to $726. MPT 
Kulpa-Eddy said the cost fluctuates 
with market prices for recyclables. 
TA Cowles added that the cost of 
recycling is always less than the cost 
of sending refuse to the landfill. 
Thus, a higher recycling rate repre-
sents savings to the Town. 

Public Health and Safety: Chief 
Antolik announced that Officer Rufino 
started working on Monday and that 
2 interns will start to work for the Po-
lice Department next Monday. He 
then gave the police activities report 
for January. There were only 2 Part I 
offenses, as opposed to the 5-year 
average of 5.4. The police issued 
approximately 163 state and munici-
pal citations and 32 speed camera 
tickets, all on Greenbelt Road. Chief 
Antolik concluded by showing a vid-
eo produced by Detective Unger an-
nouncing a Coffee with Cops on April 
7, 9 a.m. to 12 noon. The 2-minute 
video will be repeated on the Town’s 
cable channel at 8 p.m. every day.  

In response to MPT Kulpa-Eddy’s 
question about an incident at BHES, 
Chief Antolik explained the police 
received a complaint about a man 
following a student home from 
school. He was identified as a Town 
resident and has been warned not to 
trespass on school property again.

Committee Reports 

Green Team: Presented by PRECA 
aide. 

Historical Committee: Chair Debby 
Steele-Snyder reported that the Histori-
cal Committee continues to interview 
many long-time residents for its oral his-
tory program while adding prospective 
interviewees to the lineup. The BHHC 
spring reception is scheduled for March 
18, 2:00 pm. The Committee was able to 
secure Aaron Marcavitch, Executive 
Director of the Anacostia Trails Heritage 
Area (ATHA), for a lecture and book 
signing of his US Route 1 history.  

In response to MPT Kulpa-Eddy, Ms. 
Steele-Snyder explained that more peo-
ple are signing up for the oral histories 
project. Seniors appear to be getting 
used to cameras and recording equip-
ment. This will be a long-term project. 

Neighborhood Watch/Emergency Pre-
paredness: Reported under Department 
reports. 

Recreation Council: Recreation Council 
President Susan Jones announced a 
March 3 community potluck dinner and a 
March 31 Easter egg hunt at the Com-
munity Center grounds. This year the 
Recreation Council decided to use the 
Berwyn Heights Day band funds to hold 
a concert series instead. The first con-
cert will be given by a mariachi band on 
April 8 at the Town Center 2nd floor. For 
Berwyn Heights Day, “Kenny, the Mail-
man’s” band will return by popular de-
mand and entertain the crowds. More 
concerts will follow during the summer. 
Lastly, residents are encouraged to vol-
unteer for Berwyn Heights Day and at-
tend the upcoming Recreation Council 
meetings held on the first Tuesdays of 
each month. 

Unfinished Business 

Ordinance 110 - Ethics - 2nd Reading 
& Adoption of Amendments: Clerk 
Harper read the adopting language of 
the Ordinance. CM Dennison moved, 
and CM Shields seconded to adopt it. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy explained that this Or-
dinance addresses public ethics in the 
Town of Berwyn Heights. In 2011, the 
State mandated the adoption by Mary-
land’s municipalities of new ethics regu-
lations requiring detailed financial disclo-
sures to prevent conflicts of interest, and 
to regulate lobbying by public officials. In 
2017, the State passed the Public Integ-
rity Act requiring further changes to local 
ethics laws, which are adopted in this 
amended Ordinance. CM Shields com-

poundment and attack dogs. Having no 
animal officer of its own, the Town relies 
on the County for these services. The 
Council hopes to learn tonight how it can 
best coordinate with the County and 
align its Ordinance with County Code. 

Chief Taylor said the County Council is 
in the process of revising the current 
County animal ordinance which was 
amended in 2001. He gave an overview 
of some important County regulations 
pertaining to animals running at large, 
feral cats and cat colonies, outdoor shel-
ters and tethering of dogs. The County 
legislation on animals is supplemented 
by animal welfare standards adopted 
from the Prince George’s County Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(SPCA). These guidelines are available 
in a separate reference book. 

In response to CM Rasmussen, Mr. Tay-
lor said complaints about nuisance ani-
mals can be addressed by the County 
Commission for Animal Control after the 
complainant has first spoken with the 
owner of the offending animal. This 
Commission is composed of representa-
tives from the County Attorney General’s 
Office, Police, Animal Management Divi-
sion, a veterinarian, a kennel manager 
and 3 citizens. The Commission con-
venes twice a month to settle alleged 
violations of the County’s Animal Ordi-
nance, including complaints about bark-
ing dogs. Complainants cannot remain 
anonymous; they must present data 
about specific times and places of the 
violation. Defendants found to be in vio-
lation of the Ordinance must follow a set 
of instructions to remediate the violation, 
or risk having their animal impounded. 
This avenue for resolving animal dis-
putes about animals is available to mu-
nicipalities at no charge. 

The County is still enforcing the ban on 
pit bulls in effect since 1997. This provi-
sion will not be addressed by the amend-
ments currently under consideration by 
the County Council. Proposed changes 
include a microchip mandate for domes-
tic animals, impoundment at owner’s 
expense if an animal running at large is 
picked up more than 2 times, a ban on 
backyard tethering, and some fee in-
creases. 

In response to MPT Kulpa-Eddy, Mr. 
Taylor said if the Town wants to enforce 
violations and impound animals it will 
have to have an animal control officer 
and a vehicle to transport animals to the 
County shelter. If the County is to be the 
enforcing agency, its officers will need to 
investigate any complaint from the begin-
ning. They are required to respond to 

mented that he is glad the amended 
Ordinance no longer requires the disclo-
sure of mutual-fund type assets. With no 
further comments, the amended Ordi-
nance was adopted 3 to 0. 

New Business 

Ordinance 101 – Animals - 1st Read-
ing & Introduction of Amendments: 
Clerk Harper explained that she unfortu-
nately does not have adopting language 
for the 1st Reading of the Ordinance. 
She suggested that the Council post-
pone introduction of the Ordinance to 
the next Town meeting. MPT Kulpa-
Eddy gave an overview of the proposed 
changes. The Animal Ordinance was 
last amended in 1993 and will be updat-
ed to better align it with Prince George’s 
County code as well as the Town’s 
Noise and Clean Lot Ordinances. The 
amended Ordinance will also provide 
new standards for the humane treatment 
of animals, a matter about which some 
residents have voiced concern. Addition-
al changes are anticipated as the result 
of input from residents and the Prince 
George’s County Animal Management 
Division, whose director is expected to 
attend the next worksession. 

CM Dennison moved to table the Ordi-
nance until the March Town meeting. 
CM Shields seconded. The motion 
passed in a 3 to 0 vote.

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 
p.m. Present were Mayor Cheryl Jewitt, 
Mayor Pro-Tem (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs) Patricia 
Dennison, Christopher Rasmussen and 
Gerald Shields. Also present were Town 
Administrator (TA) Jessica Cowles, 
Clerk Kerstin Harper and Chief of the 
Prince George’s County Animal Services 
Division Rodney Taylor. 

1.  Animal Ordinance Discussion 

Mayor Jewitt welcomed Animal Services 
Chief Rodney Taylor. MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
explained that the Council took up revis-
ing the Animal Ordinance in response to 
residents’ concerns about how some 
animals were housed. The current Ordi-
nance was last amended in 1993 and 
has provisions that no longer apply, 
such as provisions about licensing, im-
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ments and HUR are set to go up in the 
next few years.  

Town Organizations policy: CM Shields 
distributed a revised, scaled-down Town 
organization policy that incorporates the 
input he received from the organizations 
and residents. It sorts Town organiza-
tions into 2 major types:  

1. Committees established by the 
Town Council via an ordinance or resolu-
tion with a charge of assisting the Town 
government in carrying out certain tasks; 
and 

2. Groups and clubs established 
by community members around a partic-
ular interest or activity. Some of these 
have 501 (c) (3) status, formal bylaws 
and membership lists, and some are 
more loosely organized but hold regular 
meetings open to the public. 

Currently all active organizations enjoy 
certain privileges, including limited free 
use of Town facilities and free advertis-
ing in the Berwyn Heights Bulletin and 
Town website. However, only commit-
tees are currently eligible to receive 
budgeted funds. Use of the Town seal 
and Town letterhead is one of the privi-
leges contemplated for committees in the 
current policy, but he would like the 
Council to discuss this further.  

The Council discussed policy. The fol-
lowing points were made: 

• Committees should be required 
to submit meeting minutes to the Town;  

• Committees should be required 
to post notices regarding their upcoming 
elections; 

• Use of the official Town seal 
and letterhead should be reserved to the 
Town government; 

• Committees meeting at Town 
facilities are covered under the Town’s 
liability insurance. 

• Policy should clarify whether 
members’ appointment by the Town 
Council applies to all committees; 

• Policy need not distinguish be-
tween formal and informal community 
groups; 

• Policy should establish a mech-
anism for recognizing new community 
groups. 

The relationship of the Community Emer-
gency Response Team (CERT) to the 
Town was discussed in detail. CERT is a 
501 (c) (3) organization and can apply for 
non-Town grants. Although its member-
ship largely overlaps with the Neighbor-
hood Watch/ Emergency Preparedness 
Committee (NW/EP), CERT is currently 

most animal complaints within 24-48 
hours. Upon receiving a complaint, they 
would send someone out to check on the 
animal and interview the person who filed 
the complaint, though animal welfare 
complaints may be made anonymously. 
If nobody is home they will leave a notice 
that they were there. The Town would 
have to call Animal Services if they want 
to find out the status of the investigation. 

Mr. Taylor confirmed that code officers in 
a municipality can check into an animal 
complaint and try to mediate between 
neighbors, but call upon the County to 
investigate if they cannot resolve the 
issue. The Town of Brentwood has this 
type of arrangement with the County. 
However, impoundment of animals would 
be left to the County to perform, unless a 
municipality sets up its own animal con-
trol office. If a municipality wishes to is-
sue citations it needs to set up some kind 
of hearing mechanism, or refer adjudica-
tion to the Circuit Court. Any fines would 
be processed through the County Fi-
nance Department. 

The Council thanked Mr. Taylor for com-
ing out to discuss the County’s animal 
management processes and requested 
the County’s reference book of animal 
welfare standards. Mr. Taylor said some 
would be sent. 

2.  Action Items 

There were none. 

3. Discussion Items 

Road repair budgeting: TA Cowles pro-
vided an overview of Maryland’s Depart-
ment of Housing and Community Devel-
opment (DHCD) infrastructure financing 
program for local governments, whereby 
DHCD issues bonds on behalf of local 
governments to fund a variety of infra-
structure projects, ranging from roads to 
facility improvements. Some communi-
ties prefer to hire additional bond counsel 
to review the documents. 

• The bond application takes 
about 4 months to complete, and re-
quires the local government adopt au-
thorizing legislation.  

• DHCD uses standard templates 
for the authorizing documents. 

✓ Bonds are usually issued July - Sep-
tember. The first debt service pay-
ment is due in December.  

• The bond term cannot exceed 
the project’s useful life, and may be as 
short at 5 years. 

• The bond issuance cost is 2-
2.5% of the amount financed, and the 

issuance cost can be included in the 
bond request. 

• Interest rates are fixed through-
out the term of the bond. 

• A jurisdiction can pre-pay the 
debt service after 9 years. 

TA Cowles added that the Town partici-
pated in the State’s program in 1990 by 
financing $212,000 for improvements to 
the Town Office and Town Center. How-
ever, for the last 15 years the Town has 
followed a policy of avoiding debt. There-
fore, the road repair plan has been 
phased, so that the Town has the option 
of paying for each phase from savings. 
Phase I, comprising 17 blocks most in 
need of repairs, is scheduled for FY 
2019.  The cost of $1.1 million could be 
paid for from dedicated infrastructure 
reserves and Highway User Revenues. 
However, phase II is currently pro-
grammed for 2021, and it would not be 
possible to save up enough in the inter-
vening 2 years to finance the next set of 
street repairs, unless the Council raises 
the road tax and/ or dips into other re-
serves. 

In response to CM Rasmussen, TA 
Cowles said there would be some bene-
fits to accelerating Phase II and complet-
ing it in same time frame as phase I, but 
this could only be done via the bond fi-
nancing option. The first benefit would be 
that the cost of doing road repairs now 
will probably be less than later, as the 
cost of asphalt and other materials is 
likely to go up over the long term. Sec-
ond, Public Works Director Hall is an 
expert in road repairs, but he may not be 
here to oversee road repair projects in 
the out years. In all, the renovation of all 
Town streets is scheduled for completion 
by 2029, with an average life expectancy 
of 25 to 30 years, depending on traffic. 

TA Cowles continued, if the Council 
wanted to move up Phase II to FY 2019, 
preparations for participating in the bond 
program would have to begin by April. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy and CM Rasmussen 
thought that some citizen input, possibly 
in the form of a referendum, may be re-
quired to take on such a large amount of 
debt. TA Cowles will check what the 
Town Charter may prescribe. Further, if 
the Council were to move forward with 
renovating or expanding Town offices, 
the project could be financed with the 
same bond issue as the road repairs, 
saving the issuance cost on a separate 
bond. CM Rasmussen said that raising 
the Town’s road tax may be another op-
tion to consider for financing road re-
pairs, especially as real property assess-

not a Town committee and does not 
receive Town funds. NW/EP is a Town 
committee, receives a budget appropria-
tion, and manages the emergency trail-
er. It was agreed that the relationship 
between CERT, NW/EP and the Town 
needs to be clarified. 

PRECA beautification contests: CM 
Shields provided revised guidelines for a 
contest to beautify the events room in 
the Town Center, or other appropriate 
Town facility. The purpose of the con-
test, apart from beautification, was de-
fined more broadly to encompass the 
celebration of the home town spirit and 
civic engagement. The date for awarding 
and judging photos and/ or mural design 
entries was set for summer 2018, and 
installation for winter 2018. The cost of 
materials, such as paint or photo frames, 
will be added to the FY 2019 Administra-
tion budget. 

CM Shields said the parameters for the 
business landscaping contest remain 
essentially the same as in the original 
proposal. Judging and awards were 

moved to the fall for any landscaping 
improvements made during the spring 
and summer months of the same year. 
Improvements can include plants as well 
as other landscaping elements, such as 
retaining walls, hardscapes and mulch-
es. Judges might include members from 
Town departments and the Green Team, 
in addition to the PRECA Councilmem-
ber. The contest will be announced to 
the business community at the annual 
meeting of the Commercial District Man-
agement Authority. 

Requests for proposal update: TA 
Cowles said there are 3 outstanding Re-
quests for Proposal (RFPs) in connection 
with the Council’s strategic plan this fis-
cal year. Development of an architectural 
RFP to improve Town Center facilities 
will begin in late March when she and 
Public Works Director Hall meet with a 
Greenbelt architect. Depending on pro-
gress made on the RFP, some funding 
may be carried over to the next fiscal 
year. An RFP for critical tree mainte-
nance work funded at $20,000 should be 
ready in March. Additional tree work may 
need to be funded in the next fiscal year. 
Purchase of tree inventory software was 
budgeted at $5,000. TA Cowles will ex-
plore a purchase from tree consultant 
Save-A-Tree. 

The Council appropriated $30,000 for an 
economic development study of the com-
mercial district. Berwyn Heights was able 
to join with College Park and Greenbelt 
in commissioning a technical assistance 
panel through the Urban Land Institute, 
which required a $2,500 contribution 
from Berwyn Heights. This panel is ex-
pected to develop a range of actionable 
recommendations for improvements 
along the Route 193 corridor that can 
serve as the basis for further study or 
project funding. The panel is tentatively 
scheduled to meet on June 4 and 5.  

4.  Minutes 

On a motion by CM Shields and second 
by CM Dennison, the February 5, 2018 
worksession minutes were approved 5 to 
0. 

5. Announcements/ Department Reports/ 
Citizen Comments 

Mayor Jewitt announced that she will not 
run in the upcoming Town Council elec-
tion, as she and her husband Brad will 
be moving out of Town in May. She 
would like to save good-byes and well 
wishes for a later meeting. Mayor Jewitt 
thanked MPT Kulpa-Eddy for chairing 
the last Town meeting at which election 
judges were sworn in, and a BHPD video 
ad was shown announcing an April 7 

Coffee with Cops. Mayor Jewitt also re-
ceived comments in favor of undertaking 
road repairs as soon as possible, and 
against trash bins with wheels paid for by 
the Town. 

CM Rasmussen reported that he missed 
the last Town meeting because he took a 
trip to Pakistan. Although he spent only 3 
days there, he found the people kind and 
hospitable and had a good experience. 
The renovation of his Ruatan Street rent-
al home is almost complete. Siding has 
been installed and the exterior of the 
house is no longer an eyesore. He will 
meet with TA Cowles and Code Supervi-
sor Glass to discuss how the Code De-
partment is doing. Different approaches 
to bringing clean lot violators into compli-
ance will be considered. MPT Kulpa-
Eddy had no report. However, she noted 
that a new house is being built near the 
community garden on what she had be-
lieved to be Town right-of-way, but has 
been determined to be private property. 
CM Dennison announced that she will 
seek re-election.  

CM Shields said he received a citizen 
comment alerting him to plans to replace 
the turn lane along Campus Drive 
(formerly Paint Branch Parkway) be-
tween Cpl. Frank Scott Drive and Kenil-
worth Avenue with a bike lane. If any 
residents wish to comment they should 
contact him at 
gshields@berwynheightsmd.gov and he 
will forward the comments to the appro-
priate County official. Further, CM 
Shields is working on recertification of 
Berwyn Heights’ banner city status. His 
attendance at the last PGCMA meeting 
fulfilled one of two remaining require-
ments. The other is an activity to engage 
with Berwyn Heights Elementary School, 
which he will discuss with Principal 
Alerich.  

5. Town Council Schedule 

The Council reviewed the schedule of 
events and activities. The date for the 
Council budget worksession was tenta-
tively moved to March 23.  

The meeting was adjourned at 9:44 p.m.

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Fiscal Year 2019 Proposed Budget Message: General Fund 

Dear Mayor, Town Council, Residents, and Business Owners:  

The proposed FY 2019 budget holds both the real property tax rates and personal property tax rates at cur-
rent levels, which includes $0.03 of the total $0.53 per $100 of assessed valuation for the Infrastructure Im-
provement Reserve to fund major infrastructure projects. The priority of Town Administrator’s proposed FY 
2019 budget is to accomplish the goals of the Strategic Plan as follows: 

• Infrastructure: Completion of Phase I of the Street Improvement Survey with funds from the Infrastruc-

ture Improvement Reserve.  Phase I will repair all infrastructure rated in poor condition with the full Street 

Improvement Survey available at:  https://www.berwynheightsmd.gov/public-works-department 

• Community Engagement with a 26% increase in funds for activities such as: 

o A new Recreation Council concert series; 

o $5,200 for the Green Team for environmental education and awareness initiatives like protection 

and preservation of the urban tree canopy, and continuing the successful community garden;  

o A 20% increase for Neighborhood Watch/Emergency Preparedness to fulfill the goals of the re-

vised Emergency Operations Plan; and 

o Additional funds for National Night Out, and other special events to promote successful community 

relations, and strengthening outreach efforts with businesses located in Town. 

• Urban Forest: Implementing the FY 2016 Urban Forest Management Plan for tree pruning and removal, 

and coordination with the Green Team/Shade Tree Board on replanting efforts.  This work was partially 
funded in FY 2018, with the balance proposed for funding in FY 2019.  The Urban Forest Management 

Plan is available at:  https://www.berwynheightsmd.gov/public-works-department 

• Economic Development: The Town has partnered with College Park and Greenbelt for an Urban Land 

Institute Technical Assistance Panel (TAP) in June 2018 to develop actionable recommendations to im-
prove Greenbelt Road between Baltimore Avenue and Kenilworth Avenue.  The Town’s contribution for 
the TAP is $1,500, with additional funds programmed in FY 2019 should the Town Council desire further 
consulting expertise after completion of the TAP. 

• Facility Improvements: FY 2018 funded an analysis of existing space to determine a long-term location 

for the Police Department.  The effort has been delayed due to the months the Town was without a full-
time Public Works Director; however, completion of the analysis is expected near the end of FY 2018 with 
a Fall 2018 timeframe for presenting options to the Town Council. 

• Employee Retention and Recruitment: Maintain required certifications and enhance professional devel-

opment efforts through increased funding for training and conferences across all departments to provide 
excellent and efficient services.  A 1.5% cost of living adjustment, and a merit increase of 0%, 2%, or 4% 
depending on the annual performance evaluation score is proposed. 

• Capital Projects and Purchases: 

o $30,000 for the Town’s contribution to the 4 Cities street sweeper replacement purchase; 

o $25,000 for replacing the failing Public Works service bay doors; and 

o $18,000 for replacing the dump body and salt spreader on the 2004 F-350 in the Public Works 

fleet in lieu of incurring the expense of entirely replacing the vehicle at a cost of $70,000.

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Fiscal Year 2019 Proposed Budget Message: Public Safety Taxing District  

 

Dear Mayor, Town Council, Residents, and Business Owners: 

A decade ago, the Town of Berwyn Heights exercised the authority from the State of Maryland to create 
a special taxing district to enhance public safety. The Public Safety Taxing District (PSTD) encompasses 
the commercial and industrial properties along Greenbelt Road, Branchville Road, Ballew Avenue, 
Berwyn Road, and 55th Avenue.   

The PSTD provides the Berwyn Heights Police Department with additional resources to finance capital 
and operating costs for a Police Officer to strengthen public safety in the commercial district. This addi-
tional officer augments existing policing and community outreach efforts within the PSTD.  The State De-
partment of Housing and Community Development recently designated the Town as a “Sustainable 
Community” and this designation will provide grant opportunities to promote sustainability goals as a 
partnership among the Town government, residents, and businesses.  

The FY 2019 PSTD proposed budget recommends maintaining the current tax rates in the Public Safety 
Taxing District of $0.12 per $100 of assessed value on real property and $0.15 per $100 of assessed 
value on business personal property.   

The Town of Berwyn Heights benefits from one of the lowest crime rates in Prince George’s County 
through enhanced visibility for crime prevention and deterrence.  Continued PSTD funding helps to facili-
tate the safest possible environment for Berwyn Heights’ residents, businesses, and visitors.

     The Town Council of the Town of Berwyn Heights proposes to increase real 

property taxes. 

1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 2018, the estimated real property assessable 

base will increase by 10%, from $254,724,799 to $280,429,738. 

2. If the Town of Berwyn Heights maintains the current tax rate of $0.53 per 

$100 of assessment, real property tax revenues will increase by 10% resulting 

in $136,236 of new real property tax revenues. 

3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing assessments, the real property 

tax rate should be reduced to $0.4814, the constant yield tax rate. 

4. The Town of Berwyn Heights is considering not reducing its real property tax 

rate enough to fully offset increasing assessments.  The Town proposes to 

adopt a real property tax rate of $0.53 per $100 of assessment.  This tax rate is 

10% higher than the constant yield tax rate and will generate $136,236 in ad-

ditional property tax revenues. 

      A public hearing on the proposed real property tax rate increase will be held at 

7:00 p.m. on Wednesday, April 11 at Town Hall. 

     The hearing is open to the public, and public testimony is encouraged.
